In this way it would 
be comparatively easy, it is said, for 
auditors to follow the transaction and 
to Jearn if the sale had been consurn- 
matated or not.

TORONTO, Feb. 10.—Outright denials from British millers, bakers 
and restauranteurs today branded as false » rumor that Canadian wheat 
was being boycotted in Britain. Lyons, Limited, large chain festaurant 
firm at London, emphatically denied a charge that they were concerned 
in reported boycotting.

| statement handed to the Canadian Press Saturday, C. B, Watts, former 
member of the war time wheat board, and for 39 years central wheat 
buyer for impertant milling interests, sald, “a gentleman Just returned 
from Engtand reports that placards ‘we do not use Canadian fiour’ appear 
on hundreds of bread wagons and trucks and in the windows of the 
hundreds of Lyons restaurants scattered throughout London.” 

{ “Most certainly we have announced nothing of the sort or anything 

like it,” said a statement issued by Lyons, Limited, at London today, “We 

cannot imagine how such an assertion could have arisen.” Officials of the 

company also added they knew nothing themselves of any anti-Canadian 

campaign in Great Britain, 

| “We use Canadian flour when the price compares favorable with the 

| British market, the statement said. “Our practice is to use British flour 
first, then Colonial.” 

| HON. C. A, DUNNING 
SAYS ALABM UNFOUNDED 

OTTAWA. Feb. 10.—“I see no reason for getting panicky about the 
wheat situation,” said Hon. C. A. Dunning, minister of finance, this morn- 
ing. “There is. no more.wheat in storage now than there was at this time 
last year,” he added. 

| Mr, Dunning returned to Ottawa this morning from a flying visit to 


ina. 

Backed by the governments of the prairie provinces; the 
banks, farmers and public opinion, the Canadian Wheat Pool 
today stands by its declared policy of orderly marketing, 
thus materially relieving a situation which last week brought 
about a condition of near crisis. 

While this reassurance came from the west, week-end 
developments in eastern Canada, in the British Isles and the 
United States, produced angles of new significance. 

In a statement issued in Toronto by C. B. Watt, former 
member of the Canadian Wheat Board, it was charged that 
certain restaurateurs in London were displaying placards 
to the effect that they were not using Canadian flour and 
there was other evidence of boycotting of Canadian wheat. 

British papers editorially charged that the Canadian 
pool had brought the crisis upon itself and that the economic 

| crisis in Caniada was caused by the most gigantic gamble in 
wheat ever known.” 

From Washington came a statement that the United 
States regarded the present impasse in the grain trade as a 
fight of the whole continent against Europe and stood ready 

, through its farm board to back the Canadian pool.

THRESHING OLD STRAW 


There is reason in the contention of 
Mr. George Webster, member for Calgary, 
that the legislature should be allowed to 
review the financial operations of the 
Government before these have passed into 
ancient history. 

The provincial fiscal year ends 
March. The legislature meets uf 
following February. Thus in February of 
1930 the members are invited to review 
the expenditure of money which they 
voted two years ago, and which was all 
spent before the end of last March. The 
moaey they vote at the present seasion 
will not be officially accounted for until 
the spring of 1932. 

If the legislature is supposed to do any 
effective directing of the financial policy 
of the Government that arrangement is 
absurd. The members are perennially two 
years behind the times with any sugges- 
tions they may have to offer. They should 
be in position to discuss the estimates for 
1930 with at least some knowledge of the 
operations of 1929.

Many cases 
have occurred in America from eating 
canned goods, especially home canned 
varieties. This poisoning may also oc-| 
cur in sausage and some meats. It ts 
a good plan for the family to immedi- 
ately discard any food that seems 
spoiled, discolored, or has a peculiar 
taste or odor. 

Food poisoning may also occur from 
the accidental addition of tin or lead 
during the cooking. For example 
tomatoes or other fruits should not 


| be cooked in an open tin vessel. 


Food poisoning may elso cover a 
multitude of dietetic sins. Sometimes 
ordinary wholesome foods may cause 
apparent poisoning if used in the 
wrong way, if the digestive system 
hecomes overloaded from eating too 
much of oven good food, or from eat- 
tng inharmonious mixtures. 

The right treatment for poisoning i 
indicated by nature when an imme- 
diate vomiting is caused to empty the 
harmful substance from the etomach 
and a diarrhea to throw it out from 
the bowels.

We need a word to express a com- 
mon trait of yital concern to mental 
fitness. Hermitry is the tendency to 
keep to one’s

fellow; fellowship {s somewhat more 
critical. To be lost when alone, to be 
at sca when thrown on one’s own re- 
sources, with nobody to play with, ts 
a familiar trait. But the strange 
thing is that it is often a trait com- 
bined with hermitry; now one and 
now the other dominates. 

What is the clue? The same as 
before. We like to do what we do 
well, so long as he has an audience 
or some one to direct the aggressive 
child seeks company.
